Call For ‘‘Real 


New York, June 28 (BUP) — The 
United States tobacco industry re- 
search committee today disputed 
the reasons for the British Goy- 
ernment's campaign to warn Brit- 
ons of the “risk involved in smok- 
ing.” 

The British Government acted 
after,a medical research council re- 
port that smoking has caused “a 
very great increase in deaths’ from 
lung cancer, 

But the U-S tobaceg industry 
committee said the council's con- 
clusions were based on facts which 
had not been confirmed by scien- 
tific exegriments. 

The committee said many auth- 
orities in the United States and 
abroad do not accept the cause and 
effect hypothesis between cigarette 
smoking fnd lung cancer, 

It sale’ much research into lung 
cancer still ig needed and that such 
resfarch should not be “unwisely 


Cause’’ Research 


restrictive’ to one possible cause 
of jung cancer, 

Dr, Clarence Cook Little, Scientif- 
je Director of the Committee and 
chairman of its Scientific Advisory | 
Board, sald the board “believes that | 
definite conclusions or predictions 
of individual risks are unwarranted 
by the present state of knowledge 
in this complex field of lung cancer 
causation,” 

Tn London, cigarette manufactur- 
evs challenged the goyernment-en- 
dorsed medical report and called for 
research to determine the “real 
cause” of the disease.

Journal—leading organs of the

Editorial 


INACTION IN A 
DANGEROUS SITUATION 


A visit to Kinmount on Tuesday in- 
dicated clearly that the residents in the 
low-lying areas of the village had put in 
an uneasy weekend with the threat of flood 
hanging over their heads, The flood threat 
arose when a log boom located just east 
and north of the new highway bridge span- 
ning the Burnt River, broke its bonds and 
went hurtling towards the bridge, menac- 
ing it and spilling over to threaten a newly- 
constructed dam further along. 

According to information we obtained 
from residents, the threat of a flood is 
present as long as log booms are permitted 
to remain in the river at the point mention- 
ed On at least one occasion in the past the 
village had experienced flood (it was also 
wiped out by fife on two occasions) and 
the citizens have no desire to have a sec- 
ond experience. 

As a result of further interviews it was 
learned that a movement has been in pro- 
gress for at least four years to have the 
precariousness of the situation alleviated 
Representatives of the group which sought 
to bring about this safety measure told 
this newspaper in the course of the con- 
versations that their efforts had been 
thwarted by what they termed “political 
conniving.’’ Some evidence to support their 
belief was presented in the form of docu- 
ments. 

It is our thoughtful conclusion that 
some co-operative measure to remedy the 
situation could be adopted ‘‘post haste’ 
without undue inconvenience. We are en- 
deavouring to accumulate more material 
relative to the situation and it is our de- 
termination to have a close look at the 
facts.

sible the use of motorboats on this stretch of water. 
The view, right. shows the dam which threatened to 
receive the full brunt of the pileup and which, it was 
feared, would result in flooding the low-lying sections 
of the village. The water level gauge at the extreme 
right is standing art 10.3 feet.

The world’s largest radio telescope, encased in its 
spider-like construction of girders, nears completion 
at Cheshire, England. Shaped like a huge searchlight, 
the steel bowl is 250 feet in diameter, 62 feet, 6 inches 
in depth at the centre. This bow! is the main mirror and 
at completion will weigh 600 tons. The nerve centre of 
the telescope, which can be rotated in any direction to- 
ward ground and sky, is a radio aerial capable of re- 
ceiving radar waves and wavelengths between 10 and 
30 centimeters and 30 meters. The new radio telescope 
will be the largest single instrument ever made for scienti- 
fic research and will cost an estimated $1,250,000. Spon- 
sored by the department of industrial and scientific re- 
search and the Nuffield foundation, it will be operated 
by scientists from Manchester university.

Notice to Proprietors of

The Children’s Boarding Homes Act, 1957, passed at 
the last Session of the Ontario Legislature, came into 
force on July 1st, 1957. 


This Act requires that any premises in which five or 
more children are lodged, boarded or cared for shall be 
registered. The requirement does not apply to institu- 
tions registered, licensed or supervised under other 
provincial Statutes or Departments. 


If you are the proprietor of a boarding home for 
children, you should have your premises registered. 
Application forms and information are available from 
the Registrar of Children’s Boarding Homes, 
Department of Public Welfare, Parliament Buildings, 
Toronto. 

Your co-operation will enable the Department to 
complete the initial registration with a minimum 
of delay.

Zoning Scheme Not Straight Jacket, 
Concerned Citizen Told By Lawyer 


Mr. Charles Gerster of 100 St. 
Patrick, was the only citizen who 
voiced protest to the “Zoning By- 
Law” by which his home ‘and five 
acres of his land skirting St. Pat- 
rick and Needham Streets are in- 
cluded in the Town's Industrial 
Zoue,

Unemployment Here 
Somewhat Higher 
Than Year Ago 


Unemployment at Lindsay this 
year is a little higher than it was 
last year and it is attributed to a 
Jack of construction. Employment 
Officer Harry Brown states that 
while there is no serious unemploy- 
ment problem here, there are fewer 
opportunities for employment than 
a year ago. 

Blewhere in Canada employment 
is reported to be breaking into new 
high ground . but unemploy- 
ment is also up over a year ago. 

The Bureau of Statistics disclos- 
ed in Ottawa today that for the 
week ending June 22nd an estimated 
five-million, 834-thousand persons 
had jobs. That's an increase of 147- 
thousand from the previous month 
and 187-thousand from the previous 
year. 

At the same time 162-thousand 
persons were without jobs, a de- 
crease of 32-theusand from the 
previous month but an increase of 
46-thousand over the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. 

The civilian labor force at the 
end of June stood at five-million, 
996-thousand—up from five-million, 
881-thousand a month ago 

The May-to-June Increase in em- 
ployment wag virtually the same as 
a yenr ago, The increase in jobs 
during the month occurred almost 
entirely in non-farm industries,

Poison Ivy Spoils — 
Many Vacations 


Poison Ivy is often referred to as 
public nuisance number one to the 
yacationist, for while a few peo- 
ple are seemingly unaffected, ‘ths 
majority can be made most miser- 
able by an encounter with it. It 
is a yine which has alternate leaves 
each of which is divided into three 
distinct leaflets, usually wavy in 
appearance, 2 to 4 inches in length 
and pointed at the tip. The leaves 
turn, red or yellow in the fall. While 
some other vines also have leaves 
composed of three leaflets, the Field 
Crop Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture advises that in ~ 
order to avoid contact with Poison» 
Ivy, it is best to keep away from 
any vine or low growing shrub with 
this type of leaf. 

Semi-shaded areas such as along 
the edges of wool iots, close to fence 
lines, or on the trunks of trees are 
all places where Poison Ivy may he 
found. It can and does grow in 
cities, but {g more commonly found 
in the vicinity of summer coftages 
or camping sites.

Safety Check 
Is Intensified 


Safety check, on power boats are 
being stepped up, provincial police 
at Lindsay said Monday. Due to an 
increasing number of complaints 
being received from resort areag re- 
garding excessive speeding and care- 
Jess operation of water craft, police 
say they are concerned for pubile 
safely and the need for greater pro- 
fective measures grows. 

Existing regulations provide that 
each power boat carry adequate 
boats seats or life preservers, oars 
or paddles and be correctly register- 
ed. A baler js also specified. 

The ©. P. P. spokesman states 
that one of the most consistent 
causes for complaint has been the 
careless operation of boats near 
swimming areas. 

He noted instances where boats 
had menaced the safety of swimmers 
by manoeverings at high speed in 
their vicinity. In one instance an 
outboard craft, with skier in tow 
had literally trapped a swimmer .

Railway history 


of area recalled 


through records of the CNR 


The Canadian National Railways 
station hag recently blossomed out 
with historical flags and shields to 
participate in Lindsay's Centennial 
celebrations. 


Many railroad tales have been 
recalled recently, and early news- 
papers re-read, which illustrate 
Lindsay's high place as a “Rail- 


way centre.” This greatmess was 
thrust upon the town for it came 
largely unsought. As an illustration 
of how satisfied the people of this 
district were, we quote from an ad- 
yertisement in the “Cobourg Star” 
abouy, six months before the railway 
reached Lindsay. Mr. Caesar of 
Caesarea wished to sell 100 acres of 
land. The two desirable features 
mentioned were “two steamboats 
daily to Lindsay and a stage three 
times a week from Bowmanville.” 

No inducement was considered 
worthy of mention because of the 
prospec; of a railway connection 
with the boats a few months hence. 

Both Port Hope and Cobourg 
were proud of their advantages on 
the shore of Lake Ontario, buy nei- 
ther could expect to become the 
“Liverpool of Upper Canada” unless 
they drew traffic to their ports 
from further inland, With this, 
proud Peterborough was willing to 
agree, and suggested a railway be- 
fore there was a mile of steam 
road in the present Province of On- 
taro, 

A charter was granted to the 
“Peterborough & Port Hope Rail- 
way Co.” in 1846 to join these towns 
by “iron or wooden rails” upon 
which were to move cars drawn “by 
the power of steam or animals,” 
this latter meaning oxen or horses. 
The men who drew that charter 
were very far-seeing, and had a 
provision whereby the Company 
should provide gates on each side 
of all public highways which must 
be closed after traffic had passed 
through. In order to avoid delays 
in the purchase of a right of way. 

Another clause made it legal for 
“Colleges, Corporations Idiots and 
Infants” to sell land to the Comp- 
any through their trustees. However, 
the spark plugs were missing, al- 
though the other. parts of the ma- 
chine seemed to have heen care- 
fully assembled, and six years pass- 
ed by with little action, 

The people of Peterborough de- 
cided to lend encouragement to 
both Cobourg and Belleville lo see 
if a more active and workable rail- 
way-bullding machine could be 
found in either or both of those lo- 
calities, The result was that the 
“Cobourg & Pelerborough Railway” 
wag chartered in 1852, This brought 
life to the Port Hope group and 
they had ‘their charley renewed in 
the same year. 

The Cobourg group decided to get 
the spark plug first and see wheth- 
er it would not attract the other 
parts of the mechanism of railway 
building. They had discovered that 
the best spark plug consisted of 
pounds, shillings and pence, They 
let the building of their road to 
the energetic contractor and finan- 
cier, Samuel Zimmerman, of Nia- 
gara ‘Falls, who placed the work in 
the hands of John Fowler 

Port Hope employed an experienc- 
ed railway engineer, John W. Tate, 
to make a survey of their route 
with instructions to lay out a 
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TODAY: 2 New Households 
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branch line from Millbrook toLind- 
say. This addition to the origina! 
idea was due to the certainty thut 
Fowler would have the Cobourg road 
to Peterborough before the Port 
Hope venture had reached Mill- 
brook. It is easier to get into Port 
Hope with a railway than to get out 
of that town. Tate started well by 
folowing the Ganaraska Riyer and 
he would have continued to do so 
had his first destination been Lind- 
say. If the Company had wooed 
that town instead of Peterborough, 
their road would probably have sur- 
vived longer. 

In 1854, the name of the road 
was changed to the “Port Hope, 
Lindsay and Beaverton Railway” 
with a determination to join these 
places by rails and to accommodate 
Peterborough with a branch line 
only. Lindsay, finding herself on 
the “main line,” encouraged the in- 
tervening municipalities to lend a 
hand in getting the road through. 
Meetings were held in the Town- 
ships of Ops, Cavan and Manvers. 
By their combined efforts it reach- 
ed Lindsay three years later, The 
extension to Beayerton was not 
pursued with the same energy, 
since about that time another rail- 
way, the “Whitby, Port Perry and 
Lindsay” seemed to offer to do the 
job. Although under good manage- 
ment, it did not build west from 
Limdsay. However’, it built.a branch 
line from Maniila to Blackwater 
where it touched the Nippissing 
narrow gauge line from Scarbor- 
ough Junction to Coboconk. By 
that route, the trip to Toronto was 
made shorter than formerly, when 
it Was necessary to first go to Port 
Hope and then transfer to the 
Grand Trunk. 

In 1869 Lindsay’, first railway a- 
gain changed its name when it be- 
came the Midland which, under new 


management, employed the best 
contractor of the day, Francis 
Shanly, who not only carried the 


line to Beaverton but up the east 
side of Lake Simcoe, through the 
“Narrows” and to Midland on 
Georgian Bay. For other Compan- 
ies he built lines from Omemee to 
Peterborough and from there to 
Belleville. This latter line, known 
as the Grand Junction, was later ac- 
quired by the Midland to form the 
first through grain roule from the 
Upper Lakes al a time when the 
Canadian Pacific Railway only 
stretched from Winnipeg to Fort 
William. 

As the Midland “Raiway Em- 
pire” grew, It took over the Whitby, 
Port Perry and Lindsay lines, the 
Nippissing and finally the Victoria 
Rullway running nomh through 
Fenelon Falls. Ii, was a yery com- 
plete nework, and brought prosper- 
ity to Midland, Lindsay, Peterbor- 
ough and Belleville and a sense of 
importance to such other towns as 
Orillia, Sunderland, Bethany and 
Port Hope, 

Until the time when the newly- 
formed Canadiin Pacific Railway 
began acquiring lines in Southern 
Otario, the position of the Midland 
was safe, So was that of the Grand 
Trunk with which it interchanged 
traffic at Toronto, Whitby, Port 
Hope ond Belleville. However, with 
the prospect of growing competition, 
it was induced to lease its lines to 
the larger Grand Trunk in 1884. Ten 
years later, the two were amalga- 
mated, and the Grand Trunk be- 
came part of the Canadian National 
Railways system in 1923. 

Change of ownership did not 
shake the loyalty and fond regard 
in which the Midland wag held by 
folks along the line, 
had taken a few shares of stock In 
it, while others were related to it 
by the recollection of having push- 


ed a wheel-barrow to assist in its 
construction, The very excellent 
service it had provided took away 
any sense of their being a rural 
people, The Midland Railway has 
maintained native pride, giving an 
assurance that Lindsay folks are 


very much @ part of the nation as 
a whole meanl to play a leading 
role in its affairs.

Accidents and Violence 


Accidents and violence caused 
most half the deaths in the country 
among life insurance policyholders 
under the age of 40 during 1956. 

This was disclosed in Toronto to- 
day in a study made by the Can- 
adian Life Insurance Association 
based on an analysis of 18-thousand 
death clhims. 


The present condition of the 
Scugog River north of Lindsay has 
drawn protests from summer resi- 
dents in the Snug Harbour area.

The picture of Charlie Lamb's 

Livery barn, taken back in 1918 
showed Mr, Lamb and associates 
and his new motor-powered equip- 
ment of a bus, two Ford touring cars 
and an early Ford sedan. 
“I had 30 road horses for hire 
at that time and these were busy all 
the time,” staled proprietor Charles 
Lamb ag he turned back the pages 
of time when interviewed by “The 
Post.” 


“Horses and buggies or cutters 
were the main transportation when 
a man went courting in those days 
and before, he explained. We also 
hired ow; horses to firms foy deliv- 
ery of groceries and meats and be- 
fore we motorized the bus, it was 
drawn by horses, 

When the bus was horse-drawn 
wereally got around, calling for 
passengers at the following hotels: 
King Edward; Central: Simpson; 
Benson; Royal; Pym House; Grand 
and Butler House. These we took 
lo the G. T, R. and CPR. stations 
and came back with a load of in- 
coming passengers to be taken to 
the yarious “stopping places.” 

Charles Lamb also operated one 
of Lindsay's nifty hacks, back in 
the old days. It was a vehicle drawn 
by a team of horses and equipped 
with a top, used up or down and 
rubber tires. With a smart driver, 
this turnout left nothing to be de- 
sired as qa conveyance to ride com- 
fortably to a large occrsion or small.

With work proceeding at a good

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: The doctors 
have said my mother has 3-6 months 
left to live. She hag cancer of the 
stomach, Thirty-five years ago she 
was operated on for gall bladder 
It was not removed, but 
clamped instead. I wonder if this 
might have been the cause of can- 
cer. She also had a lump come up 


| at the side of her neck. This has 


been operated on, and removed. 
The doctors say this was malig- 
nant. Isn’t there anything to be 
done to stop the growth of cancer. 

My mother is a wonderful person. 
She has always been very active in 
Ohurch, the Grange and Eastern 
Star. Everybody loyes her! She 
doesn't know that she isn’t expected 
to live. From your experience, have 
you found it best to tell patients 
that they are soon going to die, or 
to keep quiet about it? 

I know that the feeling that there 
is always hope is best, but wouldn't 
it be best for her to know and be 
able to plan for her last few days? 
I would be very grateful if you 
could answer because you see, I arm 
very concerned about my mother, 
and want to do all in my power to 
help her. She has always done so 
much for other people; if only 
something can be done for her! 

She Is 64 years old. She has al- 
Ways been stout, but she is now 
losing weight fast. Blesg you. Very 
sincerely, Mrs. L. R. 

ANSWER: Before I attempt to 
answer, I should like to ask the 
reader this question: Have you 
ever read a more sincere expression 
of mother-love from a daughter? Is 
1s any wonder she doesn't know 
whether it is better ‘to tell or not, 
to tell.”

Shane McCarthy, executive director of President 
Bisenhower’s Youth Fitness Council, thinks modern 
trends are seriously threatening the physical welfare 
of the nation’s people.

CHANGING TIMES... . BUT THERE'S 
NO SUBSTITUTE FOR A JOB WELL DONE 

It is about 34 years since the first stretch of con- 
crete was started between Oakwood and Lindsay. The 
undertaking was one of some magnitude, requiring ex- 
tensive planning and preparation, plus a sizeable crew 
of workmen when it got underway. Mechanization of 
such projects had just nicely been introduced and 
the task of building a stretch of paved road was quite 
an adventure in highway construction. When we say 
mechanization of highway building had just nicely 
started we mean just that ... about the only pieces of 
equipment which were mechanized were the concrete 
mixer, a pump to supply it with water, and the odd 
truck. The rest of the work was done by hand... or 
rather many willing hands and many strong backs. 

The extension of the Trans-Canada Highway to 
absorb that section of early paved road presents a pic- 
ture in contrasis for anyone who recalls the pioneer 
effort in hard-top road building. Powerful machines 
crawl over the stretch of road being revamped and work 
which would have taken months under the old “pick 
and shovel” system is done in a matter of days. Hills 
and valleys which in former times would have been 
left virtually untouched, are now smoothed out and 
when it comes to surfacing the newly-defined highway, 
the speed with which the macadam is applied is fan-

One neglected weed can produce 
new crop, Crops Branch states 


twenty-five years the country 
would become a desert and farming 
would be impossible From this 
it can be seen that. constant vigil- 
ance and work is required to keep 
weeds rom spreading and to era- 
dicate those already present. One 
o the first steps is to cut all weeds 
before they produce seed. 


Nature has many ways and means 
of spreading weed seeds to ensure 
the survival of tne species. Beenuse 
of this, man must fight a continual 
battle against weeds in order to 
grow his crops and produce the 
food which means the continuance 
of the human race, reports the 
Field Crops Branch of the Ontario 


Department of Agriculture. —_——_+— — 
Many of the common weeds are . . 
annuals which grow, flower and Editorial 


set seeds all in one year. These 
are usually prolific seeders, produc- 
ing several thousand seeds 
plant in many cases. These weeds 
should be cut before the seds sets 
in order to keep them under coh- 
trol—but each and every weed 
must be destroyed as the seeds from 
just one plant can produce a whole 
new crop the following year. 

Im the long-lived or perennial 
type of weed there are many that 
spread by underground root stocks 
as well as from seed, These present 
a double problem as the roots, if 
not destroyed, will spread to new 
locations even though the sabove- 
ground portion of the plant is cut. 
and burned. 

Wind, water, animals and man 
are responsible for the spread of 
most weeds. The seeds of many 
plants are equipped with tiny wings 
or parachutes to enable the wind 
to. scatter them far and wide. 
Water, especially at flood time, car- 
ries many more weed seeds to new 
locations and other weeds, such as 
Burs, cling to animals and spread 
in that way. Man, however, is the 
greatest offender and when he 
plants seed that is not weed seed | 
free can multiply the stands of old | 
and new weeds at an alarming rate.

DIAGNOSIS OF “BAD BREATH”

write a column about bad breath? 
And please don't advise me to go to 
a dentist or a physician. Neither 
have done me any good. They simp- 
jy IGNORE thar complaint — and 
never have offered any suggestions. 

I avoid people on the street, in 
stores, etc. because I'm certain my 
preath is offensive. I can’t chew 
gum all the time. T use dental floss 
and clean my teeth morning and 
afternoon. I also use mouth washes, 
etc,, but gtill I’m sure I have bad 
breath, 

Is there something I can buy that 
I can use before going’ out that 
will Jet me know if my breath really 
is offensive? So I can steer clear 
of people? I read something for this 
purpose but can’t recall what it is 
or where it can be purchased. 

I have such a bad taste in my 
mouth and feel as though some part 
of my nose is responsible although 
I seldom have colds and sinus trou- 
ble. I’m even afraid to laught at 
a movie because I have smelled oth- 
er bad breaths that way, and I 
don't want anyone to say that of 
me. 

Even my eye doctor has bad 
breath, If he can’t overcome it, (per- 
haps he doesn’t know) how can I 
hope to? Please, Dr. Steincrohn, 
help me.

Editorial 


100 Years Is A Long Time 


100 years is a long time . . . it’s longer 
than most people live although there are 
a few favored ones who attain such a re- 
markable age. And, as the ‘Town of 
Lindsay observes ils 100th birthday, it 
is fitting that its citizens pause to reflect 
upon its long and interesting life, just as 
a person reaching the century mark 
would be likely to do. ® 

The passage of time is, of course, 
not such an important thing in itself. The 
seconds, minutes, -hours, weeks and 
months which stretch out into years are 
of themselves of little significance. It is 
the things which happen during the pas- 
sage of time which are important... 
These are significant things of which 
memories and progress are made. 

Lindsay, the county town, can reflect 
upon a 100 years of life in several ways. 
Like many other communities, it can re- 
call years of struggling growth during 
which the hardships of a pioneering set- 
tlement played a strengthening role.

contemplating the future by taking full 
advantage of our herilage ... now? 

On the eve of this Centennial Cele- 
bration we salute Lindsay! We pay hom- 
age lo those who pioneered the town, 
commend those who are giving their time 
and life’s energy to promote its welfare, 
and we anticipate the future with confi- 
dence. To Lindsay: A very happy birth- 
day and length of years in which to ful- 
fill your destiny!

River Scugog’s Role 
Important In Shaping 
Destiny Of Lindsay 


LINDSAY; One hundred years 
ago, the village of Lindsay became 
a town, ‘on the spot on the banks 
of the Sctigog River where original 
settlers had built a mill years before, 
giving (he settlement its first name, 
Purdy's Mills. 

Over the Century of history that 
has followed, the river played an 
important part in the town's cul- 
tural economic and social growth. 
Before highways became useable, 
railways had nop developed to their 
Inter importance in the town, the 
Scugog was the main avenue of 
commerce and pleasure for the 
town, Ip connected Lindsay with 
other centres on the Kawartha 
Lakes, as well as the towns to the 
south, via Lake Scugog. In early 
times, the most direct route to the 
shore of Lake Ontario lay through 
the Scugog River and Lake Scugog, 
thence overland to the vicinity of 
Oshawa. 

After more modern means of 
transport made {he river's role in 
trade less important, pleasure boat- 
ing came into its own, and many 
Lindsay oldsters will recall the reg- 
ular sailings of steam boats and 
cruisers from the town wharf to 
the various resort areas on nearby 
Sturgeon Lake. The turning basin 
at the Lindsay St, locks used to be 
crowded with boats bringing Lind- 
sayites back to town from their 
Sturgeon Lake cottages. - 

All this history will be recalled 
and the modern use of the Scugog 


for recreation pointed up, when a 
cavalcade of all types of boats, she

There have been some changes made on William Street, 
as readers can see from the above picture taken in the 
year 1862, five years after the first Town Council 
was chosen to manage the town’s affairs. Fire took 
its toll of the early build » s on part of this street and 
cleaned out a lot of frame construction premises which 
made way for the more durable brick structures 
which line the streets today. Among the first more 
substantial buildings to be erected on William Street 
is that which houses “The Post”.

Sylvester Name 


Around the year 1876 Richard 
Sylvester moved from Enniskillen. 
(south of Lindsay) where he had 
been manufacturing all types of 
farm jmplements, He built the pres~ 
ent factory on a site which was 
formerly a drill hall and exhibition 
park, He continued making farm 
implements. At the turn of the 
century he started making auto 
threshers and gasoline tractors until 
the year 1908, At this time Tud- 
hope and Anderson of Orillia ac- 
quired the rights to seed drills, 
ploughs and other implements and 
moved the manufacturing to Orillia. 
Mr. Sylvester took two gangs of 
men and two auto threshers to the 
wes, and for five years threshed out 
| there each season. 


Soon after he moved to Lindsay 
he purchased property now known 
| as Victoria Park and moved houses 
from this land and donated land 
to the Federal Government for 
Armouries and the balance of land 
he donated to the town for a park, 
He lived on the north-west corner 
of Peel and Victoria Ave. (in the 
apartments now owned by Mr. Ray 
Weldon.) Mr. Sylvester sponsored a 
brass band known as the Sylvester 
Brass Band from the time of his 
coming to Lindsay until the year 
1908. Here are a few of the names 
of men who played with the Syl- 
yeter Brass Band: Bill Raenigk, 
Bandmaster, Bill Heffernan, Fred 
Taylor, Mark Ingle, Alf Bate, Rich- 
ard (Heck) Cuthbert. 

In the 1890's he manufactured gas 
lighting fixtures for a number of 
businesses in Lindsay. On the prop- 
erty of his home there was a very 
strong spring of water, To control 
this spring he dumped many yards 


| of concrete in it to cap the flow of
